New Haven, December 26. 
A Yale University scientist predicted tonight that 
advanced physics research on cosmic rays in 


the coming year may 


rif stC. Pollard, Associate 
Professor of Physics at Yale, 
sald that high-energy machines 
which = produced = man-made 
cosmic rays are now being com- 
pleted in, the United States and 
Britain and extensive research 
on cosmic rays will get under 
way in 1949, . 

Explaining the importance of 
cosmic ray research, Mr, Pollard 
said: “The properties of cosmic 
rays may cnable us to under- 
stand the inner workings of the 
atom.” 

“Cosmic rays," he added, “are 
very high-energy fast particles, 
which are bombarding the earth 
from nobody knows.where. They 
represent the extreme of energy 
and therefore are most intrigue 
ing.” 

Comparing the atom bomb 
with the cosmle rays, he explain- 
ed that “in the atom bomb no 
one particle has much more than 
a million electron — volts of 
energy, while in cosmic rays we 
find particles of energy with 
hillions of volts or better.” 


Following Meteors ° 
“It le oa remarkable fact,” 
Mr. Pollard continued, “that 
while we have learned one 
way to release atomic anergy. 
we have not learned where It 
comes from or how It is in- 
volved in the atom.” 
Mr, Pollard enrried his predic- 
fion a step further, “I suggest 
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break down the mystery 


still surrounding the structure of the atom. 


that enough knowledge will be 
dulned in 1949 to stort oa real 
theory of the atomic nucleus.” 
‘Mr. Pollard, in, discussing thé 
field of research’ dealing with 
microwaves, said: “The mocrow- 
wave radar Is enabling us to fol-
